With Manchuria entirely abandoned 
to the Japanese and Vladivostok as 
R ussia’s solitary sentinel on the Pa­ 
cific it is realized that R ussia will be 
practically at Japan’s mercy in the 
matter of peace terms. 
It can now 
he definitely stated that the decision 
to appoint Grand Duke Nicholas Nich- 
olaievitch to the supreme command in 
the1 far East 
was reconsidered, 
be­ 
cause the outlook at the front does 
not warrant the risk of compromising 
the prestige of a member of the im­ 
perial family.

that unless General Linevitch is sure 
of his ability to hold the lower Sun­ 
gari line, he will risk his whole army 
if he fortifies and concentrates there, 
as if he should be defeated his line 
of retreat lies to two sides of a tri­ 
angle, the third side of which is open 
to the enem y’s advance. 
At the general staff the view that 
General Linevitch may be compelled 
to abandon Harbin and retire toward 
Lake Baikal, leaving Vladivostok to 
its fate, is regarded as almost unwar­

a long and laborious task to bring up 
an army of 200,000 or 400,000 men.

E i u re)its D i s p a t c h : 
The hysterical and sensational article 
in The Dispatch almut my nttitudo to 
ward Mr. P rater’ bill, Senate File 289, 
bears little relation to the true fact-% 
1 
told Mr. P rater th at I thought the water 
works company was entitled to a hear­ 
ing on the bill, th at it wa.~ one of tie* 
largest tax payers in Brainerd, and th at 
it had the same right to express its 
opinion as to the merits of a measure 
which contemplated a large expenditure 
by the city as any other tax payer had. 
This may seem presumptuous to the 
Dispatch, but Mr. Prater, with his usual 
courtesy, agreed th a t it was fair, and at 
his suggestion I subm itted in writing on 
the company’s behalf, some amendments 
for his consideration. 
He has since 
notified me th a t my ideas were not agree­ 
able to some other tax payers at Brain 
erd, and th a t he would follow their j 
views rather than mine. 
His statem ent 
of this decision was made in an exceed ( 
tngly pleasant w-ay and w’ith none of th>* | 
brusqueness which the article in the j 
Dispatch implies. There was no hint in 
what he said of anything hostile, or of 
anything more seriou- than a difference 
of opinion. 
At this point the m atter was dropped. 
The water company has not the remot­ 
est intention of opposing the enactm ent 
of Mr. P rater’s bill into a law. 
Very 
probably it could not prevent it if it 
tried, b u t it will not try. 
On the con 
trary it will do all it can to co-operate 
with the city in solving this vexing prob­ 
lem. 
1 personally have been acquainted 
with the people of Brainerd for more 
than seventeen years and have nothing 
b ut the kindest of feelings for them. 
They have always treated me more than 
squarely and I should bYuhgrateful be­ 
yond apology if 1 did not appreciate
